A large electrical engineer- 
ing plant to furnish complex apparatus for transport ooonmloatlon was aleo put 
into operation. 

Between 1940 and 1943 the Alma-Ata Railroad Technical School graduated 690 
ratlrcml tr-vnepart technicians. A second technical school was set up in 1945,
